Y-Dorm Sundecks May Be Eliminated

The sun decks atop UTM's Y- 
dorms may be eliminated in an 
attempt to decrease roof leakage, 
according to Ed Neil White, 
assistant to the chancellor for 
facilities and safety. 

As a result of upcoming roof 
reconstruction for parts of 
Ellington, McCord and Austin 
Peay, the fate of UTM's sun decks 
has fallen into what White called 
an “either/or situation." 

“We either keep the sun decks 
and continue to have roof damage, 
or we remove the sun decks and 
save money on repairs in the 
future," White said. 

The issue arose as a result of 
recent speculation citing student 
traffic on the flat roofs as a possible 
cause of the numerous leaks 
occurring within the Y-dorms.
